I, Paul Frederick White, hereby declare that: 

1 . I am a Professor and holder of the Margaret Milam McDermott Distinguished Chair in 
Anesthesiology at The University of Texas Southwestern Medical Center at Dallas. 

2. I was awarded a Ph.D. in Pharmacology by the University of California-San Francisco in 
1976 and an M.D. by the University Of California-San Francisco in 1977. 

3 . During 1 977 - 1 979 I was a resident in Intemal Medicine at University of California, 
San Francisco 

4. During 1 979 - 1 98 II was a resident in Anesthesia at University of California, San 
Francisco. 

5. During 1971 - 1976 1 was a research fellow in Pharmacology at University of California, 
San Francisco.

9. The following is my updated biographical sketch (&om UT Southwestern website): 

Professor Paul F. White, graduated from an honore program in Biochemistry at the 
University of California, Berkeley with Distinction in 1970. He subsequently earned his PhD 
(Pharmacology) and MD degrees from the University of California, San Francisco. Dr. White 
obtained postgraduate training in both Internal Medicine and Anesthesiology at UC San 
Francisco, and has board certification in both medical specialties. In 1980, he joined the faculty 
at Stanford University and became a tenured Associate Professor and Chief of the Outpatient 
Anestiiesiology Service at the University Hospital. In 1988, he accepted the position of Professor 
and Vice-Chair of Clinical Research in the Department of Anesthesiology at Washington 
University in St. Louis. He also served as the Medical Director of the Barnes Hospital Day 
Surgery Center. In 1992, he was appointed Professor and Chairman of the Department of 
Anesthesiology and Pain Management at the University of Texas Southwestern Medical Center. 
He currently holds the Margaret Milam McDermott Distinguished Chair of Anesthesiology at 
UT Southwestern. Dr. White has also served as a non-paid Consultant to the Departments of 
Anesthesia at both Ohio State University (for ambulatory surgery) and Cedars Sinai Medical 
Center in Los Angeles (for clinical research and continuing education programs). He currently 
has an appointment as a Visiting Scientist at Cedars Sinai Medical Center. 

Dr. White has edited 12 books, including major textbooks on the subspecialties of 
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ambulatory anesthesia and intravenous anesthesia. Dr. White has also contributed 64 chapters to 
textbooks edited by colleagues from around the world. In addition to publishing over 400 peer- 
reviewed articles, Dr. White has written 14 editorials and published over 600 scientific abstracts. 
Two of Dr. White's peer-reviewed publications were listed among the "Top 10" most cited 
articles in Anesthesiology (and he has the second most citations by any individual author in the 
specialty). Dr. White has trained more than 65 postgraduate clinical research fellows during his 
academic career. He has given over 450 domestic and 250 international lectures. In addition, Dr. 
White has performed over 100 Visiting Professorships in the United States and abroad. Dr. 
White is acknowledged by his colleagues as an international leader in the fields of ambulatory 
anesthesia and pain management, and has been recognized in the "Best Doctors in America" and 
"Who's Who in North America." He was awarded the Distinguished Service Award by the 
Society for Ambulatory Anesthesia, and the Dannemiller Memorial Foundation's award for 
"Educational Excellence in Anesthesiology." 

Dr. White has served on the Board of Directors of three major anesthesia organizations 
(namely, the Society for Ambulatory Anesthesia [SAMBA], the Society for Intravenous 
Anesthesia [SIVA], and the International Society for Anesthetic Pharmacology [ISAP]). Dr. 
White served as the President of the SAMBA organization from 1994-95 and as President of 
SIVA/IS AP fi-om 1999-2000. hi addition, Dr. White has served as Chairman of the 
Anesthesiology Panel (1985-2000) and was a member of the Executive Committee of the United 
States Pharmacopoeia (1995-2000). Dr. White has been appointed to five different international 
editorial boards and he currently serv^ as the Section Editor for Special Projects for 
Anesthesia & Analgesia . Finally, Dr. White has established a private non-for-profit private 
foundation (called the White Mountain Institute) to advance edticational opportunities in the 
creative arts and medicine.

11. I have reviewed the above referenced pending patent application, including the claims 
and tl^ cited prior art ("Larijani-Goldberg application") which relates to the administration of a 
therapeutically effective oral dose of modafinil to reduce symptoms of drowsiness after 
awakening from general anesthesia. 

12. I understand that the Examiner has rejected the claims of this patent application over the 
Ph5rsician's Desk Reference and Wu et al. (Anesthesiology 2002 96:994-1003) on the grounds 



"general anesthesia is associated with many symptoms, which drowsiness is one of them. 
Hie use of modafinil as a wakefiilness-promoting agent should take care of drowsiness 
and as a result improve the symptoms associated with general anesthesia." 
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13. As someone who is familiar with the 'art of anesthesia', it is my view that one skilled in 
this ax^ would not have expected anti-narcoleptics in general, or modafmil in particnlar, to be 
highly effective in reducing the symptoms associated with general anesthesia when administered 
following a surgical procedure in which the patient received a standard general anesthetic. There 
are no drugs currently on the market which are labeled for the use which Drs. Larijani and 
Goldberg have discovered.
